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The man selected had accumulated much money and en- 
joyed the reputation of being a good business man, wheth- 
er he deserved at or not. Every big interest in the state that 
thrives on government favors, every public utility corpora- 
tion, every road contractor, indeed all that varied and ex- 
tensive aggregation of gentlemen who reap where they 
sow not and who have found it easier to have the state rob 
the people, and then themselves rob the state, was lined up 
behind Col. Thompson, t Nor was that all, or even 
greater part of it. 
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whatever little force was left in the pitiful Davis' govern- 
ment exerted every effort to save the president's favorite, 
upon whose success had been staked the endorsement or 
the repudiation of the Republican party. Indeed, there is 
little doubt that the president himself selected Colonel 
Thompson and stopped at nothing to help elect him. He 
even so far forgot the duty he owed himself as to invite to 
a dinner at the White House the most notorious political 
crook in the state of Ohio who had betrayed him once in

Then the question naturally arises, why in the face of

Any man who ran aganist him at the primaries would have 
Tieen easily elected. In our humble judgment, the answer 
lies on the surface and is visible to a wayfaring man tho he 
be a fool. 


The people of Ohio defeated Colonel Thompson ex- 


actly because of the bosses back of him and because they 
knew that if elected governor, however good his personal 
^ intentions, he would never be able to free himself from 
5 - their domination and control. They saw the sinister hand 


of Daugherty in the primary campaign as he unloosed the 


".federal nephews and struck an unholy alliance with the 
.-.Anti-Saloon league and with the brewers. They saw him 
strike hands with the notorious Hynicka, whom he had 
correctly described as a person with whom no decent man 
would care to associate. And then they beheld this motley 
crew of grafters and political highbinders all working in 
beautiful harmony, and they very properly decided that 
no such man, or any man in such company, should be gov- 
ernor of the great state of Ohio. 


We leel sorry for the president. We do not believe 


the people of Ohio meant so much to repudiate him. In 
fact, what they were after were the men by whom he has 
surrounded himself. They were after the Daughertys, and 
Halleys, the Hynickas and Maschkas who are now in con- 
trol of the Republican party in Ohio and who have come 
to look upon it as a private personal asset. There are, of 
course, other elements in the defeat, but by and large this 
TS the outstanding reason.
